L'owl rac i ors, 
mechanics and laborei's were clamoring 
at the treasury and .Mr. Beaven was 
liiiliiig ill tl e back building.", keeping 
out ot sight, An indignant and out- 
raged people turned the government 
(jut of ollice and the Mlliott adminis 
(ration was former I. On examining 
the (inancial position of the Province 
I hey found tliat not only had thm' the 
overdraft of .$130,280 at the bank, the 
lf30,000 to .SirJame.s Douglas and a 
alack of unpaid accounts to )i,ay, but 
that contracts had Ijeen let to the en- 
ormous amount of over .f="J().'!,000, the 
money for which they had to provide 
in 1870. No wonder, therefore, that 
the Elliot t government had to negotiate 
a loan and hati to impo.se .some a<ldi- 
tional ta.xation lo provide for the pay- 
ment of interest upon it.

'J'he consequence 
of this policy is seen in the decrease of 
revenue from land, one of the best 
ti'srs as to whether a country is ad 
vancing or otherwi.se. The mining re- 
ceipts are also gra(luall\ falling otl, 
another unsatisfactory evidciiiM' of the 
absence of a wise policy hy the gov- 
ernment. In another year, when the 
railroad is conipleted beyond the Sus- 
pension Hridge, road tolls will sliow a 
diminution.

He would also (l«-i all in his power to se- 
cure protecliou fur shiplmilders, and as 
for "political curiosities" he would like , 
' to he Olio of the "curiosities" they would 
.send to Ottawa. (Laughter and cheers.)
